PROTECTIVE TARIFF—The Underwood Tariff Law being fastened on us till the end of the present admin­ 
istration, any reference to the question of Protective Tariff this year might seem to he the merest buncombe. 
Nevertheless, a Tariff Hoard or Commission of experts, as advocated by the last Republican Platform, to in­ 
vestigate the difference in Hie cost of production at home and abroad, and a strict and faithful adherence'to the 
findings and recommendations of such Hoard, offers the sanest and most stable solution of the question of Pro­ 
tective la riff.

voter will exceed sixtv-five ($65) dollars—more than four times what it was in 1850. 
lf officials would exercise the 
same concern tot the public s business as they do for theirown, instead of constantly increasing, the per capita cost 
of government should decrease in due proportion to the population’s increase. 
We cannot permit this per capita 
expense to increase indefinitely without “reaping the whirlwind.” 
I he last apportionment bill increased the membership of Congress from 391 members to 435. Was there either 
the shadow of need, or the faintest demand from any source, for this increase? 
Did this addition of 44 members 
facilitate, or impede, congressional action? 
In view of such legislation is it strange that the expense of governme 
ut is mounting to incomprehensible proportions? 
When the real substantial good that could he accomplished with 
such needless outlay of the people’s money is taken into consideration, such wantonness seems little 
less 
than 
criminal. 
I have briefly endeavored to acquaint you with my attitude on questions that come near home to you as well 
as questions that have been receiving as much attention and discussion in the present Congress as all other ques­ 
tions combined. 
No doubt I have encountered your antagonism on some of them. BUT I HAVE NO MORAL 
RIGHT TO LEAVE YOU IN THE DARK AS TO W HERE I STAND. Neither have I sought to evade issues 
by indulging in generalities that give no offense—mean nothing—and may he construed anti way that may be 
convenient.

Patrolman Babel declared 
that any one of the four fires put out 
during the week would, if allowed to 
burn but a few m inutes longer, have 
become very serious 
conflagrations, 
perhaps im possible 
to 
curb. 
That 
they broke out in the residence rath­ 
er than the business section is but a 
fortuitious 
circum stance 
for 
which 
no one can claim any credit, and it 
is believed by those on whom 
the 
safety of the city from fire largely 
depends that all reasonable precau­ 
tions should be taken during the pres­ 
ent extrem ely dry weather. 
It is also the suggestion of Patrol 
man Babel that protection from fires 
of the magnitude of those of the past 
few days could easily be insured by 
property owners at very slight

pense by providing a small chemical 
extinguisher, the expense and trouble 
of recharging which from tim e

time is comparatively 
slight. 
The 
importance of the suggestion seem s 
to be emphasized by the fact that at 
no one of the four fires was water 
used, the chem ical being sufficient in 
each instance to check and extinguish 
the flames.

MUST PAY MORE 
FOR MOTOR TIRES 


Akron, August 8.—The 
Goodyear, 
Goodrich and Firestone rubber com­ 
panies, the three 
largest 
concerns 
m anufacturing automobile tires here 
have announced an advance on the 
price of tires from 15 to 2u per cent, 
effective at once. 
Shortage in the supply of crude rub­ 
ber brought on the advance, accord­ 
ing to officials. Kaw m aterial is cost­ 
ing them 30 to 40 cents more a pound 
than a month ago. 
The raw material is sold by pro­ 
ducers chiefly to European bankers 
who auction it off in London 
and 
from there it is shipped all over the 
world. 
How long the new prices will re­ 
main in effect is not known. 
Even 
'after shipping is resumed, it will be 
at least 60 days before finished pro­ 
ducts from the new supply eould be 
turned out from the factories, as at 
least this length of time must elapse 
for drying before the crude can be 
handled for tire manufacture.
